defend himſelf therewith, but knock'd down one of the Robbers ſo wounded, that the 
ather-were forced to carry thim away, whilft Mr. Meas eſcaped their Hands. The next 
ſhall be one Martthew-Renſhaw (Maſter of a Ship,) whofought both with great and ſmall 
*Guns, till he was overpowered by the Twks. Another, one Fohn Thompſon, who 
+fought exceeding ſtoutly, and killed a great many Men before he was taken by the Ene- 
my. Theſe two Maſters were not only Quakers themſelves, but their Owners gene- 
rally, if notevery one, ſuch. More might be named, but theſe ſuffice to ſhew'that the 
LOuakers will fightin ajuſt Cauſe, and that ſtontly too; which puts me in mind again of 
*G. Fox To the Council of Officers, &c. p.5. who ſays (of thoſe that had been put out of 
the Army for being.Qugkers,) Of whomit hath been ſaid among you, that they bad rather hava 
hed one of them than 7 Men, and. could have turned one of them to ſeven Men.

| ' ard an Oath for Confirmation ts to them anend of all firife ; he plainly ſhews us, tha 
an Oath is the greateſt and utmoſt Evidence of Truth and Sincerity that can be given; 
for if a Man openly appeals to GOD, who ſearcheth the Heart, and therefore know s: 
not only what is ontwerd in Men's W ords and Actions, It their moſt inward thoughts 
that Man gives the utmoſt aſſurance he can poſlibly give; for he that falſifies in the pre- 
fence of Men, calling them for Witneſſes, who know the matter, and whoſe office it is 
to ludge and puniſh, incurs all that reproach, infamy and other puniſhments, which ſo- 
great an offence and abuſe deſerves : So he that fallifies in the preſence of God, calling 
Him for Witneſs,incurs the greateſt puniſhments of Divine Vengeance,as one that makes 
God Almighty a Partner and Confederate to a Lie, preſumptuouſly and to his very face. 
So that however God perhaps is not expreſly invocated to do vengeance upon him, yet.in 
appealing to God: as a Witneſs, that is implyed, becauſe He is ſuch a Witneſs as is alſd- 

_ the Supreme Judge, whoſe Juſtice and Truth is herein appealed to. Therefore calling 
God to Witneſs isas much an Oath as any other form of Words, -as having as much evi- 
dence and aſſurance as any other Form whatever, and as great Fenalties attending it.. 
Now to. aſlert any thing is the preſence of Men expreſly, is all one as to call them- 
for Witneſſes: So alſo to aſlert any thing in the prelence of God expreſly,. is all one- 
as tocall God for Witneſs.
